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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

With respect to claim 2, examiner cannot find clear, concise and exact terms 
language in the specification to support "the control equipment receives information 
related to the electro-valve being opened and closed, wherein the control equipment 
provides the information related to the electro-valve being opened and closed through 
the concentrator to the central data system." Examiner finds in specification, (page 4, 
line 32 to page 5, line 2, "Therefore, the aforementioned data system shall always have 
information corresponding to each customer, by means of its individual control 
equipment. It is possible to remotely control whether the electro-valve is opened or 
closed and consequently, whether the supply is connected or not." This language does 
not convey any means or method of the control equipment to receive information related 
to the electro-valve being opened and closed. Nor does it convey the control equipment 
provides the information related to the electro-valve being opened and closed through 
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the concentrator to the central data system. This language does not convey the present 
application is designed to or has the desire to obtain information regarding the opening 
and closing of the electro-valves. 

With respect to claim 5, examiner cannot find clear, concise and exact terms 
language in the specification to support, "the electro-valve is utilized to balance fluid 
flow through the connection socket. The specification does not convey any means or 
method by which, the electro-valve balances fluid flow. Examiner cannot find any nexus 
between the control card and the counter "accessing opening and closing of the electro- 
valve due to fluid flow through the connection socket." Nor can the examiner find any 
means or method to accomplish this task. 

With respect to claim 10, examiner cannot find clear, concise and exact terms 
language in the specification to support, "wherein the communication cable provides 
information related to an electro-valve..." The examiner cannot find language to support 
the present application is designed to or has the desire to obtain information regarding 
the opening and closing of the electro-valves.
